Hope Abandoned 


Hope of saving the rink was aban- 


doned at once, and the attention of 
( 10 firemen was given to protecting 
the Overland stables and houses on 
the far side of Lake street.

hose. 
A half hour's work saved these 


places from destruction, 


Electric Wires on Fire 


Over tile heads of the firemen tho 


electric wires, carrying 
the 
23,000 


volts for the use of Sparks, began to 
burn. Fred Brown of the Reno Elec- 
trical Company shut off the current 
before the firemen were electrocuted. 
Nevertheless 
the 
low-power wire* 


dropped :o the street one at a time 


and sizzled across the pavement 
in> 


the throng until pronounced dead by 
the quick action of Brown. 


Cadle's Men on Hand 


Captain Cadle had a cordon of po- 


licemen around the burning bui!d|igs, 
and the crowd of curious spectators, 
surging around I - -> structures from 
four sides, was held back while the 
firAnen worked.

HISTORY OF THIS PROPERTY 


WILL INTEREST NEVADANS. 


C. L. Dignowity of Reno Was One of 


Those Who Made Futile Son roll for 
the Old S|innl».li Mine Which Con- 
tains ti Wealth of Precious Metal. 


C. L. Dignowity, Governor Sparks 


and other mining men of Reno were 
formerly interested in the 
mining 


field of Texas, and will no doubt re- 
call the many searches which have 
been made in years past for the San 
Saba mine, which was supposed to be 
a Jewel storehouse of precious metals. 
The following clipping from the San 
Saba Xews will be of interest to those 
who know its history: 


"The press dispatches 
have 
al- 


ready briefly told of the discovery in 
the Frio mountains, about, twenty-five 
miles south of here, of an ancient 
Spanish mine by W. E. 
Chambers. 


Further 
investigation 
leaves 
little 


room for doubt that the mine is the 
long lost San Saba gold and silver 
property, which according 
to 
the 


musty records, contains ore of fabul- 
ous richness. 
Many expeditions have 


gone in sc-arch of 
this 
mine 
and 


thousands of dollars have been ex- 
pended in trying to locate it. 


"Mr. Chambers is a veteran miner 


and 
has 
had 
much 
experience 


throughout 
the 
western 
mining 


camps. 
He heard of the alleged ex- 


istence of the San Saba mine several 
years ago, but it was not until re- 
cently that he began an active set rch 
for it. 
He obtained a copy of the 


old Spanish records relating to the 
mine, which are among the archives 
of tho State of Coahuila, of 
which 


state Texas was once a part, at Sal- 
tillo, Mexico. These records de-crlbe 
the mine as an exceedingly large pro- 
ducer of rich gold and silver ores 
during the early part of the last cen- 
tury. 


It is stated in the records that more) 


than 100 men were employed in the 
«ine and that they were all attacked 
and massacred by Indians, who are 
tvlieved to have covered up the shaft 
a»d to have effaced other evidences 
of the mine, so as to prevent its re- 
discovery. 
That the 
Indians did 


their work well i<< -shown by the long 
year? that ha\e passed since then in 
whj«h continual but 
ineffectual 
ef- 


forts were matle to locate the hidden 
store of wealtb. 


"Mi.v Chambea-s, in setting about his 


search, decided, that the Frio moun- 
tains were mark likely to be mineral 
bearing than th> hills 
of 
Oillcspie 


county, vhere must of the search had 
heretofore been male. 
Ho went to 


a point In the Filo mountains, located 
about seventy-five mill's a Uttlo north 
of west of Ban Antonio iiml started to 
hunt for the hiarlon mine. 
He saw 


a pile of rocks which srcmed to have 
been placed there by human hands 
and the thought occurred to him that 
these rocks might loncral the shaft 
of the famous mine. He secured as- 
sistance and the rocks were removed 
and the shaft of the Jnine was uncov- 
ered. 


"Mr. Chambers exploited the mine 


In company with seveial men of that 
neighborhood. 
They discovered that 


the sliatt opened into a large chamber 
at a depth of only twenty feet from 
the surface. In tnis chamber was a. 
huge pile of 
skeletons. numbering 


eighty. 
These were 
th.> remains of 


the miners who were massacred by 
Indians at the time the mme was lost. 
In the same compartm* i t \\cre found 
a great many ancient t.">K such as 
picks, shovels, drills, Limping bars, 
hammers and axes. 
M'ire than fifty- 


guns of ancient 
makr 
were 
also 


found. These weapon-., as \\ell as the 
tools, are in good state of preserva- 
tion. . 


"As further eMiUnca that the mine 


is the famous San -!uba property, Mr. 
Chambers has disc-' vered in a canyon 
near the old shaft the ruins of the 
ancient smelting furnaces that were 
operated in connection with the mine. 
The ruin of the old ore crusher is also 
still standing. 
There were four of 


these furnaces ami their large capa- 
city shows that the mine was a big 
producer of ore. 


"The rediscovers of this mine has 


produced much excitement through- 
out this part of the state. 
Mr. Cham- 


bers has staked leveral claims ad- 
jacent to the propt rty. and there has 
been a rush of othsr mining prospec- 
tors to the locality'ind all of the land 
for several miles 
surrounding 
the 


mine is bei.ng projector.. 


"Mr. Chambers t:>ok a quantity of 


samples of ore fron the mine and is 
having them 
assa/ed. They 
show 


great richness to t'ue naked eye. The 
Spaniards seem to ]ie>v taken out the 
richest ore near the s-urface. 
It is 


claimed by mining experts who have 
examined the property that all indi- 
cations point to it becoming one of 
the richest ami largest producers of 
ore in the southwest. According to 
the ancient records, 
the 
Spaniards 


took more than $2,000,000 worth of 
ore out of the mine during the few 
y ars that they worked it."

He went 
to the expense of having a survey 
made from San Antonio in the direc- 
tion and distance which the mine was 
said to be located from 
that- city.

The Olympic Skating Rink, Erected at a Cost of $16,000, Was Destroyed Last Night and the Adjoining Laundry Building Was Damaged, by Fire, the 


Origin of Which Is (Mown, But Which Found Easy Prey in the Shacks Erected Against the Provisions o' the Ordinance—Pavilion 


Had Been Ordered to Be Roofed With Asbestos But the Order Had Been Disobeyed—What Qwmrs Say 


Fire, of unknown origin, threaten- 


ing for a time the entire business sec- 
tion of Reno, destroyed the Olympic 
skating pavilion, damaged the United 
States laundry, burned two horses to 
death and broke the windows on ad- 
jacent' buikll'.igs at 10:30 o'clock last 
nigiit. 


Starting In tho Van Buren stable 


in the rear of the laundry, the flames 
caught on. the rink, erected In viola- 
tion of the city building ordinance, 
and lu five minutes a loss of $15,000 
wan caused. 
The buildings 'destroyed 


wore insured for about $12,000. 


Firemen Endangered 


Repeatedly iluring the fight against 


the spreading (lames, the lives of the 
firemen were endangered by t!ie fall- 
ing walls. J. J. Hart, a hoseman. was 
buried in the debris when the front 
of the- pavilion crashed to the street, 
hut ho extricated himself in time to 
iHcap.? death.

Inflammable tarred paper roofing.

with violence, and the flames increas- 
ed In fury. ..Windows crashed to tho 
floor with the heat, and the building 
was doomed to destruction. 
But the 


chief of the fire department believes 
that if his order was obeyed wTien 
the rink was 
constructed 
the fire 


would have been confined to the small 
stable in which 
it started. 
Chief 


Webster was given samples of the 
roofing permitted to be used in con- 
struction work in Reno. One sample, 
the kind afterward put on the rink, 
lasted one minute 
under the blow 


pipe; the other, an -asbestos product 
that was recommended for usage by 
the chief, withstood the tost for five 
minutes, and still left one thickness. 


Cillers Order Disobeyed 


"I sanctioned 
an asbestos roof,'', 


stated Webster last night. "It was not 
used. 
By whose authority the order 


was evaded, I do not know. 
The 


building could have been saved if tne 
elementary 
methods of 
protection 


wore employed." 


John KyrouB, a Frenchman labor- 


ing for tho city, saw the flames 
in 


the Van Buren barn at ten o'clock. 
He gave no alarm, thinking that !t 
was a light. 
Soon afterwards tly 


flimsy building was being destroyed. 
The alarm was turned in by tho spec- 
tators after several seconds' delay ana 
the llremen responded with prompti- 
tude. 


Horses Burned Alive 


Charles 
Short of the 
Overland 


stables, seeing the flames and know- 
ing that animal lives wore endanger- 


ed, rescued a valuable horse belong-, 
ing to the Flanlgan warehouse com-' 
pany. 
Two horses, the property of 


J. H. McCormack of the hotel bear- 
ing hjs name, were left tp burn to 
death. An excited on-looker attempt- 
ed to shoot them, but the flames closed 
in around the beasts obstructing the 
view, and they were left to dlo miser- 
ably, in the little hut. 


The west side of the Olympic rinfc 


was afire by the time ,the water was 
turned on, the flames jumping from 
the windows of the east 
wall and 


bursting through the roof In forty 
places. 
With a. roar that could 'bj 


hoard several blocks the pavilion be- 
came alive with fiery tongues leaping 
skyward and carrying the sparks to 
adjoining property. 


Hope Abandoned 


Hope of saving the rink was aban- 


doned at once, and the attention of 
the firemen was given to protecting 
the Overland stables and houses on 
the far side of Lake street. 
Blazing 


plecos of limber alighted on the roofs 
of the dwellings 
and livery 
barn 


while the firemen were moving tin.- 
hose. 
A half hour's work saved these 


places from destruction. 


Electric Wires on Flro 


Over the heads of the firemen tho 


electric wires, carrying 
the 
23,000 


volts for tho use of Sparks, began to 
burn. Fred Brown of the Tteno Elec- 
trical Company sliut oft the current 
before the firemen were electrocuted. 
Nevertheless 
the 
low-power wire* 


dropped to the street one at a time 


and sizzled across the pavement 
InM 


the throng until pronounced dead by] 
the quick actfbn of Brown. 


On tile's Men on Hand 


Captain Cadle had a cordon of po- 


licemen around the burning bulldogs, 
and the crowd of curious spectators, 
surging around I'"- structures from 
four sides, was held back while the 
flrAnen worked.

Garage Threatened 


The fire nt 'one

front of the doomed skating rink wa? 
a mass of flames, swept In

sheets towards the Reno Automobile 
garage, and a small blaze was started 
on the roof of one of the cottages 


adjoining it/ which led to the belief 
that the garage was on flre. There 
was a. lively scrimmage among those 
owning machines stored In the^ brick- 
building to gut them _away to a place 
of safety. 


Had. this building, or Its 
front 


doors, taken fire the loss would have 
been far heavier than It was. There 
is naturally a considerable quantity of 
gasoline always on hand In the gar- 
age, and tha number of machines, 
which could not have been moved, 
would have been destroyed.
